4.  Ability  and  willingness  to  attend  meetings  regularly  (the  Board  meets 
through  the  lunch  period  four  times  a year). 

5.  Representation  of  a constituency  that  may  assist  the  Graduate  School,  for 
example,  having  contact  with  students  and  faculty;  being  in  a position  to 
encourage  people  to  enroll;  having  resources  which  the  School  might  use. 

Make  your  nominations  in  writing  stating  why  you  or  the  person  you  wish  to 
nominate  would,  in  your  opinion,  make  a good  member  of  the  General  Admin- 
istration Board. 

Nominations  should  be  in  my  office  by  October  31,  1970.  A review  panel  will 
refine  the  list  of  nominations  received  and  make  its  recommendations  to  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  for  his  final  selection  and  appointment.  The  appoint- 
ments may  be  for  a one  to  five  year  term.
